STRIKERS COHTIHUE TO PERSUADE, 


Decatur Men Go Through the Strike 


Pickets and Resume Their Work- 


Police in the Vicinity of 


the Mines. 


The business of coal mining in Deoatnr 


IB still under way. Tbe owners of tbe 
plants have contracts to fill and they are 
filling them, besides providing coal in 
small lots for all who call for the fuel 
There is apparently no interference In tho 
conduct of tbe business, aside from th 
attempts of the Deoatur men who havi 
quit their jobs and those strikers wh( 
came htre from a distance to tell the looa 
men what they ought to do to got tbe 
miners to turn back from the mines, go 
to a hall and hear more of the strike gos- 
pel as spoken by Nell, Davis, Conroy and 
others. The men did cot turn back to 
day. They had left their homes and fam- 
ilies at the usual hour this morning to 
resume their occupation. They were not 
out to hear speeches. They bad been 
given opportunities to be persuaded in 
tbat way several weeks ago, when Cart 
Wright, Nell and others were here, but 
they refused then to go to the hall. They 
still refuse, although it was declared by 
Orator Neil when he was here first and 
was not given a hearing that when he 
came again he would bring enough men 
with him to compel a hearing. 
He kept 


his word as to bringing the men, but It is 
now demonstrated that the Deoatur men 
by

not be Induo'jd to listen to tbe strikers 
whose only desire and aim is to get men 
to dtop work when jobs are soaroe. They 
assert that there are no jobs to throw 
away, cl -lining tbat they think they are 
doing the square thing for themselves, the 
oity and their families, by remaining at 
work. 


Tbe strikers got up early again this 


morning and were in the vicinity of the 
mines to head off the miners, but they 
did not make any headway. The men 
would not stop. Some were not approaoh- 
od. Evidently the strikers knew that 
some of'the men '.t would be wise to steer 
cle^r of, and they were not molested. The 
great effort of the strikers now is to get 
some of the Polish miners to make a 
break from the mine, then they think 
they can shut down the business. The 
regular police force wae at tbe mines this 
morning, and a few extra men were post- 
ed at different points, so as to be in easy 
call if needed. Their cervices were not 
required 
The groups of strikers did not 


deter the miners from going to work. 
Only a few stopped on tbe way to work. 


All day tho mines have been in full op- 


eration, with the usual nurnbnr of men 
digging and sending up the ooal. Man- 
ager Armstrong says that but for tbe pres- 
ence of the strikers in the vicinity of the 
mines, and the meetings held every even- 


Ing, he would not know that there was 
anything of a strike in Deoatur. Coal is 
coming up about as rapidly as usual, and 
be has applications from strangers tor 
places in the mines. He does not know 


hem with violence if they did not oome 
ut.% The marshal sent for Nell and Da- 
rts, two of the strike leaders, and asked 
hem about the truth of the story. Both 
aid that if any threats had been mode 
bey did not know anything about it, 
and further, tbat none of tbe men were 
authorized to make any threats. 


John Conroy, for the srlfcers, today said 


that about 185 Deoatur men were out, 
and that a party of 16 men bad joined tbe 
oamp today. 
They came in thrpe vehicles 


from Sprlngfleld and Riverton, and tbat 
they brought with tljem a wagon load of 
provisions worth about $30, the oontribn- 


;ion of Riverton people, collected by par- 
ties at tbat place, who were not miners. 


It is claimed that the strikers have a 


new plan of operations which they will 
adopt and hope to make a success of it. 
The plan may be made known tonight.

horse; and the human legs ns a means 
of locomotion. A new tuid extremely 
practlc-al URC for the omnipresent wheel 
Ims been diKcovered \>y u'claus of work- 
ers all over the city who need a rapid 
and er.r,ilv controlled means of locomo- 
tion at their disposal. The lamplight- 
ers of Chicago have abandoned nil the 
other primitive means of taking' them- 
selves around their beats and now go 
awheel. It is one more \aluable use 
for the- bicycle which helps to prove 
tho great modern means of movement 
has come to stny. 


It Joes not false an old resident of the 


ritv to remember the days, when lamp- 
lighting in the city was a feat of peiles- 
trisinism and in the suburb a trick of 
rare skill PI hovsemar.f.liip. It was only 
n few yerrs ag-o when the bight of n 
crtoch.v'built youth carrying1 a lighted 
torch' and trudging in regular zigzags 
clown the street was us familiar as the 
recurrence of the twilight hour. There 
are still pome of these oltl-fabhioned 
lamplighters left, just ns there are one 
or two horse cnrs still to be found with- 
in the city limits. T!ut bpth are relics 
of ilavr. that are passed. 


Ft med to be an inte/esting- sight 


from the porches of suburban homes 
to watch the lamplighters who lit the 
gas lamps along the neighboring thor- 
oughfares from hors-eback. A quick 
gallop of a few hundred feet across the 
street on a diagonal, a sudden stop at 
the side of the road, and the expert 
rider, whose skill would do credit to a 
circtis troupe, would rise, standing on 
Ihc top of his saddle, strike a match 
n ith n startling eraek, turn on and 
li'fht the 'gas with the same motion, 
and in a second be in full gallop for 
the next iron pest. But this was in the 
days before the gasoline torch and the 
bicycle were common. 
Now It is a 


ease of bicycle trick riding. 


The lamplighter of to-day carries a 


gasoline torch of unusual length and 
rides a bicycle of ordinary pattern. He 
has no lantern attached to his wheel, 
although ridiag after the sparrow cop's 
decree tliat all bicycles shall carry lan- 
terns — his torch and his mission protect 
him. From side to side of the street 
he swings, at each post making a stop 
but no dismount. With either right 
or left hand, as the side of the road de- 
mands, he holds himself and wheel -dp- 
right by tho post a second, while the 
disengaged arm thrusts the torch up 
through the hole in. the 'bottom of the 
lamp, turning on the gas'and lighting 
it by the single motion. Then a quick 
Btart is made for -the next post, a few 
turnn of the pedals covering the disj 
tance. 
"I can light about four tunes B^ 


many lamps as I could on loot, and 
about twice as many as I used to onj 
horseback," «aid a lamplighter wh^ 
•putethe brightness Into the longjiataa 


avenues. "But I don't get paid as high 
in proportion as under the old v, ays 
of doing the work. Still, I like riding 
Q bicycle much lietter than walking or 
riding horseback, and I cover so much 
more country that I get some little 
more pay. 
Altogether the wheel is n 


great help in our business, and we can't 
do without it. My brother and myself 
keep three bicycles, so we never get 
caught badly by a breakdown. You bet 
it's lots cheaper than keeping three 
horses, like we used to."—Chicago Trib- 
une.

WILLMAKEPOSTMARKS LEGIBLE 


limircrvrment In MnnniT of Stamp- 


IIIR Let tern Shortly to Be Made. 
There is not so much rcafaou now as 


fromerly for complaint about the illegi- 
bility of postmarks, for in nil the larg- 
er offices hand stamps have given place 
to machines that produce beautifully 
clear impressions. Letters will arrive 
frequently, however, that bear only 
meaningless smudges instead of a 
place, name and date, while a much 
greater number reach their destination 
marked in such a way that only by the 
exercise of great ingenuity and the 
waste of occasionally -valuable time 
can the place and day of mailing be de- 
ciphered. And it is always tbe letter 
about which some question arises that 
fails to carry the desired infomution. 
The depravity of inanimate objects 
takes good care, to illustrate itself in 
every such instance, and tbe result is 
innumerable trials of patitnee and 
temper. It is pleasing to learn, there- 
fore, that the new first assistant post- 
master general announces the de- 
termination of reforming tho whole 
system of making these useful, or po- 
tentially useful, marks, nnd thiit the lit- 
tle offices must do as goed work in this 
respect as the big ones. "Legible post- 
marking," he says in. a recent letter of 
instructions, "is of the greatest im- 
portance to the public ns evidence be- 
fore the courts, in business transac- 
tions conducted through the mails, and 
in fixing responsibility when mail mat- 
ter has been improperly handled by 
postmasters and other postal employes. 
The frequency of complaints in regard 
to defective postmarking makes it nec- 
essary for the department to adopt 
severe,measures to remedy the trouble 
Much of the postmarking, especially 
that at the smaller offices, is a reflection 
upon the postal sen-ice. The figures oi 
the stamp must be carefully adjusted 
at the beginning of each day, and tlien 
a clear impression must be made in a 
book especially kept for tbe purpose 
so as to afford evidence of the discharge 
of this Important duty." It might be 
of assistance in the accomplishment'* 
this small but Important reform i: 
everybody who receives an illegibly 
postmarked letter would make a com 
plaint to the proper bureau of the pos 
office department.—N. Y. Times.

[Special Washington Letter.] 


One of the veteran editors of the west 


came to Washington recently. •xnd, al- 
though lie had but two dajs to spare 
he managed to bee a great deal ot the 
national capital in that time. 


Thousands of people traveling from 


east to west annually stop over here 
for a day or two, and can of coursecarry 
away with then, only famt recollec 
tious of a city of trees and asphalt pave 
ments. The itinerary of the editor i 
therefore one which werybody coming 
here on flying trips miffM better kuov 
about and keep for future reference. 


The visitor was wise enough to en- 


•rape apartments at a hotel before, om- 
inff here. He knew that when congress, 
is in session all of the hotels arc crowd- 
ed. You may judge from that little 
hit of forethought that he is somewhat 
methodical, and inclined to make prep- 
arations for coming' events. 


It was early Tue&day morning when 


the editor arrived here, and he went at 
once to the hotel, where he had break- 
last 
He then went down Pennsyl- 


vania avenue on a cable car, which went 
clear around the capital grounds, and 
took him to the new congressional li 
brary building. He spent two hours 
there, viewing with wonderment and 
amazement the splendors of that mag 
nifloent building; an edifice which is 
now conceded to be, without exception, 
the most splendid building in the world 


He then walked across the grand 


plaza to the east front of the capito) 
building, and entered the senate wing 
beneath the gicat marble staircase. 
Ordinarily a stranger would have 
climbed the stairs, but it is a physical 
task which is not necessary. The en- 
trance beneath the staircase lead? 
through a spacious corridor to an cle 
vator which quickly lifts the people tc 
the main floor, or to the gallery floor, 
of the building. Our-visiting editor 
first walked about the senate floor, and 
went to the east front, where he saw 
the bronze doors, containing numerous 
allegorical representations in has re- 
lief. Then he went to the gallery, and 
was admitted to the reserved gallery 
because he held a ticket of admission 
which had been sent to him with the 
compliments of one of the senator 
from his state—the senator having 
learned that the editor was coming to 
Washington about that time. 


It was just five minutes of 13, noon, 


when the visitor took his seat and began 
to study the architectural effects of the 
great legislative chamber.

, served in the niches along the wall the 


marble busts of the ex-vice presidents 
of the republic. They are all there, in- 
cluding one of Adlai E. Stevenson, 
whose term of office only expired last 
March. 


At 12 o'clock he saw Vice President 


Hobart enter the senate chamber, ac 
companied by Rev. Dr. Milburn, the 
celebrated blind chaplain of the senate 
He heard the vice president's gave] 
strike the desk once, lightly, and then 
the vice president said: "The senate 
will be in order. The chaplain will offer, 
prayer." 
With a friend sitting beside him to 


point out the notables, the visiting 
editor saw Senator Frye, of Maine, tlio 
eloquent republican orator; Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, the patriotic

In the rotunda the guide pointed out, 
he magnificent fresco work encircling 
he inner part of the dome; and he also 
ailed attention to the lamentable fact 
hat some of those paintings have been 
ruined, because, through the negligence 
of somebody, the dome has been m a 
oaky condition, and the paintings are 
smeared and complu -ly destroyed. 


Next came a visit to ,'ie hall of the

One of the most interesting things 


there seems to be the palm trees, of 
various families, which, do as fine weav- 
ing as spiders, or skilled human work- 
men.

Buit as each leaf is put 
forth, little coils of vegetable thread 
are wound around and around, so that, 
when the tree reaches the height of 
from two feet .to 30 feet it presents 
the appearance of having been wound 
nbout by human hands. That was the 
moststrikingthingiuthe botanical gar- 
dens, but there were many other won- 
derful things seen there in the course 
Df half nn hour. 


The next day was Wednesday. The 


first thing- done was to take the elec- 
tric cars, go careering across the cele- 
brated Long bridg-e, and stop at Arling- 
ton national cemetery. There is the 
former home of Gen. Robert E. Lee, 
and around about it skilled' landscape 
gardener's have beautified the last rest- 
ng-ptaccs of 12,000 union soldiers. There 
are monuments to generals, colonels, 
captains, lieutenants, and also to prl- 
cate soldiers. In front of the old man- 
sion, overlooking the national capital, 
Is a splendid monument of Gen. Phil 
Sheridan, with his likeness in bronze. 
[l took nearly all morning to see Ar- 
lington, and) ithen return to the hotel 
tor dinner. 


In the afternoon there was a trip to 


the bureau of engraving and printing, 
the place where all our paper money 
and all of our postage stamps are print- 
eel. 
It is a wonderful workshop; but 


everything is so barred off that it is 
difficult to see much of the working's of 
the bureau. The workingmcn and the 
women are nil barred! in, and the pub- 
lic barred out, because there are mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars in money 
right there all the time. 


At three o'clock in the afternoon, tho 


president gave a public reception, and 
our editorial brother went there. It 
was n great sight. He was ushered into 
the east room, and there were about 300 
people awaiting an opportunity 
to 


shake hands with th« president. It was 
15 minutes after three o'clock when the 
president appeared, and took his place 
at the door leading out into the cor- 
ridor. The crowd filed past him, one at 
a time, in single file, and he took the 
hand of each caller, bowed and passed 
him on to the hall. It was all over in 
ten minutes, and the president went 
back to his public duties. But he can 
now say to his associates as he takes 
up his pen to write: "This is the hand 
that shook the hand of William Me- 
Kinley." Very few people, compara- 
tively speaking, ever have an oppor- 
tunity to see one of our presidents, 
much less to see him face to face, and 
clasp his hand. 


The day was waning, but it had been 


well spent. The editor then entered 
an open coupe, aoid was driven out over 
the hills of northwest Washington to 
the soldiers' home; that comfortable 
retreat where the veterans who are 
homeless may go and spend their last 
ttays in peace, quiet, comfort and pride; 
for they are all proud of their home, 
and of their soldier records. 


After driving- all over the vast acreage 


tvlthin the soldiers' home walls, the 
driver reined his horses and called at- 
tention to what is called the "capitol 
vista," The dome of the capitol, which 
ts five miles away, can be seen through 
the trees, for there is an opening di- 
rectly through the trees which looks 
as though it had been purposely hewn; 
jot the driver says that it is a natural 
opening, and everybody believes that 
it is so.

Science of Mechanics FreaRvd

we look upon a finished marble 


statue, says aA expert, we rarely think 
of the time and labor that have been 
expended upon it. First, a model must 
be made; but even preliminary'to this 
the sculptor puts his ideas in the form 
of a rough "sketch" iu clay or wax, ac- 
cording to the delicacy required. Here 
the main points are rapidly molded in, 
ami some idea is obtained of how the 
statue will look when it is finished. A 
pii^inT thought, an idea, is in this way 
ii.sed. anil is more carefully worked up 
in the model. As a rule, the first model aoiTfh"Water street. 
is small, and is of clay or wax, and 
at first consists of a nucleus of tow or 
borne such material, on -which, the clay 
is laid. Bit by bit it is built up, until 
by trimming and adding, flattening and 
loiiii'iir.i,' off, the figure comes to as- 
sume its proper proportions. The rough 
outlines of the "sketch" are developed, 
new ideas are added, others are altered, 
and by degrees the realization of the 
sculptor's thoughts begins to appear 
in the clay. 


In the actual manipulation great care 


mii'-t be taken that the clay is of the 
proner consistence and possesses the 
requisite amount of moisture, otherwise 
it ninv become dry and crack. A still jnonthly 'payments', 
more'<-eriot,s accident is where the clay Bouih Mafc street, 
crumbles to pieces. In this way the 
labor of months may in a few minutes 
\anish into a mass of debris, an ex- 
perience v.liich many sculptors have 
had. 
To t,niard against this the clay 


must fmm time to time be moistened, 
tind whe:: work is finished for the day 
tlie model must be carefully covered Broker, 
v, ith damp eloths. In this way acci- 
dents may be prevented. When large 
models, have to be made, ex1 ra precau- 
tions must be taken against drying. 
The nucleus must be made strong, of 
Iron reds along the lines where there 
is lea1-! >;i.pport, as iu the case of out- 
stretched arms or legs, and the rods 
must lie properly fixed in a stable basis. 
At first the figures are modeled nude, 
and full regard is paid to all the an- 
atomical details. The drapery is added 
afterward, from studies arranged on 
clay figures. 


When the model is finished according 


to the taste of tlie sculptor a second 
one is made of the exact size intended 
fin- the final piece of work. Where the 
statue is, to be made of bronze the f ull- 
Bizcd model is an absolute necessity, as 
the easting in bronze is made from the 
model, and it reproduces the latter in 
e^erv detail. Where the statue is to 
be of marble the final model need not 
necessarily be lull size, and many 
Ben] ptors 'prefer working from small, 
highly-finished models. Uusally, how- 
e-s er, a full-sized model is made in clay. 
The sculptor can still alter or modify 
his original design, bringing certain 
features into greater prominence, sub- 
duing others. When the model is fin- 
ished a east of it is taken in plaster, 
and this hitter is used as the final 
model, and with it as a guide the block 
of marble is carved by skilled work- 
men. 
This is an art which has been 


carried to a high degree of perfection 
in Italy, and the workmen of Carrara 
are famous. The sculptor makes his 
model in clay and takes a plaster cast, 
and then sends it to the works in Car- 
rara, where it is chiseled and then re- 
turned to him for the final touches. 


After the choice of a suitable block 


of stone, a most important piece of 
work has to be done, namely, the mark- 
ing of certain points on the plaster cast 
aud the determination of similar points 
in the marble. Various methods and 
instruments have been recommended 
for this purpose. In practice a divided 
frame is used, and the exact distance 
of certain marked points on the plaster 
east is accurately measured. 
Fixed 


points on the stone are marked, and 
from these the other points are meas- 
ured with instruments, and the depth The 
to which the stone must be cut or 
drilled is determined with great ac- 
curacy. In this way all prominent 
points are marked out, and holes are 
drilled to the required depth and the 
intervening marble chiseled away, at 
first roiifhly, then with greater and 
greater eare, till the marble begins to 
assume its finished shape. 
In 
the 


larger sculpture works, one man does 
Ihe marking, another tlin rough chisel- 
ing, another the fine work. Finally a 
stage is reached when it again passes 
into the hands of the sculptor himself, 
and he it is who puts the lines of geniua 
into it with his fine instruments. Al- 
though the workers in Carrara are 
clever, they seldom are gifted enough 
TO supply the finishing- touches which 
give the characteristics of the great 
eculptors themselves.—N. Y. Tribune.

George Morris died of consumption at

He was the mnn who was ar 
rested last winter ohaiged with having 
nade the assault on tbo Illinois Central 
tioket ugont at Walker Station last March. 
HB was kept in the county jail for a num 
bor of months where he became ill. due 
to bis week lungs 
Several Docatuv par- 


ties became Interested in the welfare of 
the stranger, and after some negotiation 
ho was re-novi.d from the jull to the poor 
house where he became better tor a while. 
He had been growing weaker gradually 
for weeks and finally paeesd away. Ihe 
burial took place at the farm this after- 
noon. 
It la generally conceded that the de- 


ceased bad a history which be refused to 
reveal. Several times lately efforts bad 
been made to get the stranger to make a 
confession or a statement of bis pdst life, 
but be would not do It. Ke resisted all 
pleading?. He claimed to have two sis- 
tors In tbe cast, but he would not give 
their address, so that they could be In- 
formed of the dangerous illness of their 
brother 
He had a wife, but he did not 


wunt her to know his address or condi- 
tion 
It is possible that the man felt 


deeply the sting of his arrest and tbe 
charge lodged against him and preferred 
to pass away alone rather than hove tbe 
rue state of affairs become known to bis 
eople 
It is not probable that the au- 


horities will ever bear from any of the 
elatives of Morris.
